TtlRS. SOFFEL SHOOTS HERSELF 


The Brothers Fought Desperately, and 


Weree*CSfy Taken After One Wat 
Mortally Wounded and the Other 
Riddled With Shot.

«ohn Blddle, who escaped from the 
Allegheny county jail last Thursday. 
»ided and accompanied by Mrs. Peter 
H. Soffel, wife of the warden, was 
recaptured last Friday by a posse of 
officers. 
They were traced to near 


this place and tke authorities at Pitts- 
bus were notified. 


The Pittaburg officers were met at 


Butler by Depmty Sheriffs Rainey and 


KDWABD BIDDLE. 


Noon and Officers Frank Holliday and 
Aaron. Thompson. The officers were 
certain that they were on the right 
trail. It was only a Question of time 
when they would catch up to the es- 
caping condemned murderers and their 
guilty companion. 


The Biddies and Mrs. Soft el ate din- 


ner at J. J. Stephens at Mount Chest- 
nut, fire- miles east of Butler. 
They 


had made a detour of the town of 
Butler, an* after going several miles

turned north and then west. The 


PitUburg officers, only a few miles In 
the rear, took the wrong road for 
about eight miles, but when they found 
out their mistake they made up for 
lost time fay telephoning and tele- 
graphing ahead for fresh horses They 
reached Mount Chestnut not less than 
lialf an hour after the Biddies and 
Mrs. Soffel. At this point fresh horses 
•were awaiting them, and the chase for 
life began anew. 


The two aleigha, with the eight offi- 


cers aboard, started westward, and 
met . the Biddies and Mrs. Soffel at 
McCIure's barn, two miles from Mount 
Proipect. The Biddies having learned 
that they were almost orertaken, and, 
taking what they considered the only 
chance they had, drove eastward and 
met their doom. The PIttsburg and 
other officers -were armed with Win- 
cheiter rifles and revolTerg of large 
calibre. They shot to kill, and their 
aim was perfect The Biddies tried 
to kill to the last of their string, .but 
not one of the eight officers has- a 
wound as the result of the battle. 


When the detectiTea got to within 


•bout 60 yards of the. fugitives they 
opened fire. The Biddies promptly 
answered with shot gun and reroiTers. 
When Ed Biddle fell and Mrs. Sojfel

Soffel and tiie Biddies 
and

sleigh, patched up harness and worn- 
out horse that the trio had tried so 
strenuously to get away with toward 
Canada an.! liberty. 


John Biddle died at 7.35 oa Satur- 


day evening. His brother, Ed. who had 
been unconscious practically all day, 
survived until 11 o'clock, whea he, too, 
went over the great divide. Mrs. Sof- 
fel. who developed symptoms of pneu- 
monia, fcas z. chance for life, and an- 
lew some unforeseen complication sets 
in. will recover. 


The bodies of the urothers were 


token to Plttsburg and turned over to 
Harry Biddle. 


To prevent the demolition of the 


coffins and the mutilation of the bod- 
ies of Edward and John Biddle, which 
in all probability would follow their 
burial If the spot were known gener- 
ally, Harry Biddle has arranged a se- 
cret plan to dispose of his brothers' 
remains without 
letting the public 


know whBre cr when the interment 
will take place. 


A great deal of sympathy for the boys 


Is expressed on all sides, and not a 
few of the female portion of the crowd 
expressed a desire to see what manner 
of a man Ed Biddle was that he should 
exert such a wonderful influence over 
men, and particularly women. 
The 


jail doors were closed, and no one got 
in but the doctors, who attended the 
autopsy and the coroner's jury, which 
organized Sunday morning. 


The verdict of the jury was that Ed 


Biddle came to his death by a revolver 
shot fired from a 32-calibre revolver 
by himself, and that John Biddle met 
his death from a gunshot wound in- 
flicted by the officers in the discharge 
of their lawful duty. 


A lost iuvte letter from Ed Biddle to 


liii 
sweetheart, 
UTS. Kate Soffel, 


found in the snow near the bloody 
scene of their capture, reveals the 
long and careful plot for their escape 
from the Allegheny county jail. The 
letter clearly shows the hazardous un- 
dertakings of tbe infatuated woman 
to secure tbe escape of the Biddies. 
Since December 2. 1901, they had been 
making preparations to escape. The 
discovered epistle tells hovr Mrs. Sof- 
fel carried the saws to the cells of the 
Biddies. 
It manifests the extreme 


enamoration of Mrs. Soffel for the 
murderer and burglar. It clearly shows 
the wonderful influence Ed Biddle had 
over Mrs. Soffel. 


Mrs. Soffel fell in love with Ed Bid- 


die in November. The burglar soon 
reali2ed his power over her. It was 
not long until he started to write love 
letters to her. Mrs. Soffel fell madly 
In love with Ed Biddle, and about the 
early part of December he proposed 
a plan of escape to her. She concented 
to lend 'him her aid. 
Between De- 


cember 14 and 16 they had completed 
all arrangements to escape from the 
jail. Then they learned of the gov- 
ernor's respite. After this Ed Biddle 
almost persuaded Mrs. Soffel to fly 
with him and his brother. The con- 
tents of the letter show it was origi- 
nally agreed that Mrs. Soffel was to 
leave the city for Canada on the eve 
of the boys' escape.

The woman i dead animals, 'n de baskin" shark for 


The desirability of a wider popular 


acquaintance with scientific 
names 


is revealed by the difficulties which 
the scieatiHe bureaus of the govern 
mem have in making themselves un- 
derstood throughout the wide expanse 
in which their publications circulate. 
One growtn often has so many differ- 
ent local names that a complete glos- 
sary is necssary. 
j 


For example, the division of botany 


of the department of agriculture, re- 
cently issued a bulletin on the "cha- 
vote,'' a tropical vegetable. Most peo- 
ple will ask. "What is it?" It is a. 
vegetable known by 28 more or less 
common colloquial names, although it 
is not widely distributed. The Eng- 
lish speaking residents of New Or 
leans call it the •'one-seeded cucum- 
ber;" the Porto Ricans call it "tallote * 
and "tavote:" the British West In- 
dians call it the "vegetable pear," and 
so on. In the opinion of the depart- 
ment of agriculture this vegetable 
will in time become familiar in the 
American kitchen. Paris and Londoc 
have begun to import it from Algeria. 
and it is well known in many semi- 
tropical countries. 
It weighs about 


half a pound, is green in color, and re- 
sembles a summer squash. It may be 
boiled and served with cheese or fried 
iike a sweet potato. Its flavor resem- 
bles that of a chestnut, with some 
suggestion of the egg-plant. Its roots. 
which produce something resembling 
yams, may be eaten, as 
may 
the 


sprouts, which taste something like as- 
paragus. 


Its superfluous naming is by no 


means unusual. The government or- 
nithologists recently published a bul 
letin on the "flicker." in which a col- 
lection was made of the local titles of 
that bird in different parts of the 
United States. The list was found to 
contain 124 names. In fact, the con- 
fusion in bird terminology is so great 
that the experts in the biological sur- 
vey are usually unable to tell what bird 
is meant in the letters of their cor- 
respondents unless the writer gives 
the place and time of its capture. One 
of the best illustrations of this migra- 
tion of names is the "reed bird," which 
now appears on the bill of fere of 
most of the restaurants hereabouts. 
It is, of course, the "bobolink" of the 
northern summer, just as it becomes 
at another season the "rice bird" of 
the Carolinas. 
In Jamaica it is the 


"butter bird," and elsewhene enjoys 
other designations. Its name in sci- 
ence in all places and in all languages 
is 
"ciolichonyx 
orzyivour." 
While 


there are some obvious objections to 
this term for use 
In 
monosyllabic 


nursery rhymes, it is comforting tr> 
have a standard which everybody may 
use in speaidng of a particular bird. 
with absolute certainty that the mean- 
ing has been put into a strait-jacket. 


Scientific terms are doubtless doin^ 


much toward bringing about a uni- 
formity in language the world over. 
and many of the universal scientific- 
names are not "jaw-breakers." The 
fuchsia, the verbena, the phlox and tho 
chrysanthemum are universal names. 
as is the vireo among birds. 
If 


science could combine simplicity in 
nomenclature with undeviating accu- 
racy the use of its terms in popular 
language would become a public duty. 
The confusion which now obtains is 
very great. 
Dogwood, in parts of 


rural New England, is a poison Ivy 
to run away from, whereas' in this 
neighborhood and In the Middle At- 
lantic states it is a beautiful whlty 
flower to be gathered; just as in the 
north "evening" means after sunset.

Thus earnest and sensible re- 
formers have been bending their ener- 
gies toward converting large centres 
of population into comparatively salu- 
brious places of residence. 
"ilr. "c. 51- Robinson has lately pub- 


lished a book ia this country on tie 
improvement of cities and towns, in 
•which he sets forth a rna§s of statistics 
and details concerning the subject. 
The book in question, while it does not 
neglect to insist upon the paramount 
importance of hygiene, gives much 
space to advocating the cultivation of 
the beautiful in the construction and 
arrangement of cities." 


The -writer aptly points out that in 


most countries of the European conti- 
nent rigid laws are enforced to prevent 
contractors and builders from offend- 
ing too grossly against the aesthetic 
sense. Paris, perhaps the most artis- 
tic city of the world, was rendered so 
by the efforts of Napoleon III., ably 
seconded by Baron Hausmann. Mod- 
ern Berlin has been to a great extent 
rebuilt and greatly beautified by the 
Kaiser. London, though its buildings 
are. as a rule, incongruous to a degree, 
-.vitisin recent years has been refur- 
bished, and brought somewhat into 
line with the ideas of modern progress 
through the public spirited action of 
the civic authorities, while some of the 
other large cities of Great Britain are 
models of how such places should be 
managed. Many of the cities of this 
country are on a par with, or even su- 
perior to their European rivals, and it 
is evidence that throughout the world 
the dominating note in municipal re- 
form is to make the conditions of city 
life desirable from a physical, moral 
and aesthetic point of Tievr. 


The most difficult problem with 


which to deal in cities and towns is 
how to repress noise. In American 
cities this feature is even more preva- 
lent than Ii Europe, and constitutes 
the most serious objection to living 
among the '"madding crowd." 
It 


should, however, be clearly under- 
stood that many of the numerous and 
varied noises which shatter the nerves 
and shorten the lives of the inhabit- 
ants of towns are altogether unneces- 
sary, and could be promptly ended if 
a strong stand were made against their 
continuance. 


With the abolition of needless noises 


and with the various improvements 
-which have been suggested put into 
force, city life -will have been robbed 
of many of its terrors, and may in 
time become the ideal place of resi- 
dence. There is. nevertheless, mneh 
to be done to bring this Elysian dream 
to pass.

The glaciers of Alaska, while ad- 


Tancing in winter and receding in sum- 
mer, are on the whole receding. Thus 
m the case of the Muir glacier a re- 
cession of two miles has taken place 
in the last 20 years, with a reduction 
of surface level of 300 feet. It is said 
that the surface of the great ice lake 
known as the Melas pina glacier is 
covered in places with soil and sup- 
ports a rank growth of vegetation, 
where are to be found flowers and for- 
ests growing above the ice. 


The native camels of Siberia are a 


source of constant wonder to travelers. 
On the Mongolian plateau, for in- 
stance, the thermometer often regis- 
ters a temperature of 40 degrees below 
zero, but the camels do not niind it 
at all, walking about as blithely as if 
the weather were as balmy as spring. 
On the other hand, the temperature 
en the Gobi Desert in summer Is some- 
times 1-30 degrees above zero, and the 
beasts mind that heat just as little 
as they do the extreme cold. 


The typical cumulus clouds, suggest- 


ing masses of cotton from a pitker 
piled upon a mill floor, and showing 
dazzling white against darker masses 
in the background, indicate that the 
clouds are forming around a central 
ascending column of warm air, and 
that local rains or thunderstorms Tvill 
surely follow In a few hours. Cirro- 
cumulus clouds, which perhaps most 
resemble wool on a sneep's back, and 
incline to dispose themselves in wide 
bands across the skj, are distinctly 
fair weather clouds- 


Several attempts have been mads,to 


determine the refractive power of the 
atmosphere surrounding the heaJ of a 
comet by measuring the change of the 
apparent position of a star before, dur- 
ing, and after its oceuitation by the 
comet. Observations made at Geneva 
in 13S1, by Dr. Meyer, were Interpret- 
ed to show an appreciable refraction. 
Observations by Burnham and Bar- 
nard at the Lick Observatory, in 1891. 
en a comet that traversed the Plei- 
ades, showed, on the other Sand, no 
such effect. Mr. Perrine. at the Lielc 
Observatory, has lately repeated simi- 
lar observations and found DO trace 
of change of position of a star during 
its oceuitation by the comet. The 
spectroscope snowed the comet to be 
gaseous. Tie fight from the star must 
have suffered some refraetfoa. 
The 


observations prove that the amount 
was inappreciable and that tne gas 
was of extreme tenuity. 


in .an interesting article on naval 


gunnery, Rear-Admiral S. Eardley-Wil- 
mot R. N., asserts that the first thing 
in training, is to find out who are most 
likely to make good shots. These are 
usually bora, not made. Some men 
have a natural aptitude for It; many 
no amount of training or practice will 
render otherwise than indifferent in 
this respect. It is waste of time and 
ammunition trying to improve them, 
and such" men should not be allowed 
to fire precious rounds at a target, 
thereby reducing the amount available 
for those who would really benefit by 
it. To ascertain who have this apti- 
tude is easy, and does not require the 
expenditure of much ammunition. It 
may be found where least suspected,
